In^  this  connection,  British  officials 
htve  taken  cognizance  of  a  statement  of  a  member  of  parliament 
that  . he  can  prove  that  a  soviet  committee  has  been  set  up  in  South 
Wales,  and  Is'  awaiting  the  time  of  "the  great  revolution,"  whejn  it 
hopes  to  assume  power.

Another  letter  read  to  the  oommlt- 
tee  dealt  with  tho  reduction  of  a 
pension  to  a  Montreal  widow  who 
had  also  a  small  income. 

Dr.  MoGibbon  again  auggested  that 
a  limit  of  say  1600  should  be 
placed  on  laoomes,  and  none  below 
that  Slim  ehould  be  considered  as 
neccHsitatlng  reduction  of  pensions.
